observer, etc* ^specially *ith the assassination of u ^resident of the United States, 
no question ea.u ever remain unanswered. 

iia you know and & s the autopsy doctors testified, they took: dozens of photographs 
and ^ruys of tue President’s body. Tht* undeveloped photographs, they sey, they 
immediately turned over to the Tecret Dervice, to which they also handed the a rays 
upon completion of their examination. None of these n.ro in the Commission’s record, 
none were used by the doctors in either their prnparctiona for testimony or during 
their testimony. Today I was informed by the National Archives that these oho to - 
graphs and /■. ray a axe in the possession of the Secret >orvico. 

If there is any question of the propriety of publication of the photographs, phis 
certainly cannot relate to their examination by tho press on ci qualified analysts. 

Nor, would it seen*, would this a. ply to the Xrcys. Certainly no question of notion- 
el security would aocra to be involved. I therefigg oak that 1 be permitted to exam- 
ine thi9 evidence iunedie tely. I nloo inform you that my primary interests ore in 
'learning whether the Proa ideut’s non- fatal injury in the posterior v/as in the hook 
or the back and whthor Dr. Robert N 4 McC3.eUand*s insistence that tho President 
had a "gunshot* wound of the 1 -ft temple" is correct. 

Furthur, on page 187 of my book you will find tho certification of Dr. James J. 

Iinmes that he "daatx'oyed by burning" some of the autopsy papers thet were in his 
possession. There is nothing that I have found in □ .rather exhaustive examination 
of the record to reveal eny Secret Service interest in or apprehension of the 
destruction of any such vital and historic records. I am now risking for your 
explanation of hov; the Secret Service could hove permitted such & thing to happen.
